East - West Rail Announcement 

Following the welcome announcement from 
Grant Shapps, the Transport Secretary, the 
East-West rail will take a Northern route via 
Cambourne. The next step will be to 
consider the precise location of the station 
in Cambourne and the onward route that the 
line will take into Cambridge. The Transport 
Secretary has indicated that he will work 
closely with the South Cambridgeshire MP 
Anthony Browne, Councils, stakeholders 
and the local community when considering 
matters relating to this next phase.

Cervical Screening 

Around 2,600 women are diagnosed with 
cervical cancer in England each year, and 
around 690 women die from the disease, 
which is 2 deaths every day. It is estimated 
that if everyone attended screening 
regularly, 83% of cervical cancer cases 
could be prevented. 

New research from Public Health England 
shows that nearly all women eligible for 
screening (90%) would be likely to take a 
test that could help prevent cancer - and of 
those who have attended screening, 9 in 10 
(94%) would encourage others who are 
worried to attend their cervical screening. 
Despite this, screening is at a 20-year low, 
with 1 in 4 eligible women (those aged 25 to 
64) in the UK not attending their test. 

If you have been invited or are overdue your 
cervical screening test, please contact the 
surgery and book a routine appointment 
with one of our nurses.

COUNTY COUNCILLORS REPORT 


Health & Social Care 

Good news for all those residents who are 
registered with the Maple Surgery. The 
contract has finally been offered to and 
accepted by a replacement provider. I 
recently met with the CEO, Andrew 
Harrington and some of his team and was 
impressed by his expressed commitment to 
deliver the service that local people need. He 
said that to be able to deliver that service, 
the organisation will need to hear from local 
people and, among the ways that it will 
achieve this will be through active support 
for the local Patient Participation Group. A 
drop in event at the surgery soon after it 
takes the practice over on 01 April 2020 is 
also being planned. 

I continue to meet regularly with the team 
that is working to deliver the new Regional 
Children’s Hospital. The latest update 
included news about the relocation from the 
old Fulbourn Hospital site, targeted for 
completion by November 2023, when some 
new accommodation will have been 
provided on the Cambridge Biomedical 
Campus. Currently our diverse and extensive 
region is the only region in the UK without a 
purpose built children’s hospital and this will 
be the first one that seeks to integrate rather 
than just co-locate physical and mental 
health services for the 1.5m children and 
young people it serves. A unique 
combination of ground-breaking research, 
mental and physical health expertise and 
collaboration with partners across local 
communities, GP practices and hospitals will 
provide better futures for our young people 
and in some cases prevent hospitalisation 
entirely. More information: https:// 
www.cambridgechildrens.org.uk

Talking about death 

Arthur Rank Hospice Charity welcomed Dr 
Katherine Sleeman from Kings College 
London, to a thought-provoking event 
hosted in their Education and Conference 
Centre recently. At the event, ‘Let’s Talk 
About Death - but why?’, she shared some 
of her latest research. Guests learnt about 
the current outlook for palliative care, before 
listening, and contributing, to a lively 
discussion with a panel of experts. 

Katherine described how the demographics 
of dying are changing as a society, we are 
living longer but dying slower and with 
greater complexity. She explained that how 
we care for people as they approach death 
is one of the biggest challenges we face. 

The research she shared touched on how 
most people with a terminal illness would 
prefer to die in their own home. The numbers 
of people fulfilling this wish have risen over 
the past decade, but at the moment, sadly 
around 50% of people still die in hospital. 
Arthur Rank Hospice Charity’s ‘Help Us Be 
There’ campaign was launched to help fund 
more of this specialist care to patients in 
their own homes (find out more at 
arhc.org.uk/helpusbethere.asp). 

‘Let’s Talk About Death’ was the latest in a 
series of events designed to open up 
conversation about this taboo topic. It 
follows on from the Hospice’s involvement in 
‘Dying Matters’ which is a national 
awareness campaign aiming to inform, 
provoke conversation, and enable people to 
carry on the conversation. 

The next event of this kind will be on the 2 
May 2020 as part of ‘Dying Matters 
Awareness Week’.
